Three inmates cut 
in fight at G. C. I. 


Three Glades Correctional 
Institution inmates are 
hospitalized after a knife 
fight last Friday afternoon. 

Palm Beach County Sher- 
iff's officials say Frank Young, 
29, Steven Galati, 39, and 
Frank Suarez, 39, all suf- 
fered knife wounds. 

Young reportedly stabbed 
Galati with a homemade 
knife or shank. Suarez, a 
friend of Galati's, came to 
assist Galati and was also 
stabbed by Young, according 
to the report. 

Deputy Michael Fin- 
cannon said an investigation 
revealed that Suarez then 
disarmed Young and stabbed 
him in return. 

Galati suffered several

Glades General Hospital 
wants to open a OB/GYN wing 
in January. The Palm Beach 
County Health Care District 
can't decide whether to give 
Permission or stop the expan- 
sion. 
The District Board met at 
Belle Glade City Hall last 
Thursday evening to determine 


` what role the District has in 


the operation of Glades General. 

Chairman Ed Healy said it is 
still unclear whether the HCD 
board has a say over whether 
GGH can offer OB/GYN ser- 
vices. 

"Since the Health Care 
District Board has not adopted 
any policies, Glades General 
Hospital's board has imple- 
mented its own policies,” said 
board member Sandra Cham- 
blee. 

"When the day comes the we 
have to come and say 'Mother 
may I, for everything we may 
have to reorganize,” she told 
the board. 

GGH's board met in August 
and voted to begin paperwork 
to reorganize into a private, 
not-for-profit hospital: Glades 
General is the only hospital 
owned by the District. 

Belle Glade's Vice-Mayor 
Steve Weeks told the district he 
is proud that Glades General 
has remained a public hospital, 


but “if a-hospital, any hospital, 
is to survive it must be on a 
level playing field.” 

Glades General had a 
birthing center in the early 
1980s. The area being reno- 
vated for the new OB/GYN 
ward is the old pediatrics ward. 


"We're not coming to the 


Health Care District for 
additional money,” Mrs. Cham- 
blee told the board. "The money 
to start up is in the (GGH) 
budget.” 

Hospital Administrator Neil 
Whipkey said renovations to 
the wing, including start-up 
costs, will be between $600,000 
and $700,000, 

"We're not going into OB 
services to be a detriment to 
anyone else,” said Mrs. Cham- 
blee. At this time we can not 
take care of the full services of 
our people and it’s important to 
give our citizens this service.” 

District officials, facing a 
deficit of millions of dollars, 
voted in September of 1991 to 
merge Everglades Memorial 
Hospital in Pahokee and 
Glades General in Belle Glade 
into a regional medical center 
located at Glades General. 

The merger would save the 
District between $5 million and 
$10 million a year. kusa, 

Everglades Memorial Hos- 
Pital sued the District claiming 
there was no evidence the 
creation of the District was 
approved by the voters.

Fire safety tips for the Holiday season 


Editor's note: Last year the Belle Glade Fire 
Department responded to a total of 742 calls 
during the holiday season. Mr, Tuliano said 255 
of those were residential. Of those, 25 were fire 
related with five heating equipment fires and 
another three were kitchen fires. Forty-six of 


those fires were structure fires in one and two- 


family dwellings.

The holiday season is rapidly approaching. 
This means cooler weather and everybody 
focusing on traditional celebrations. With all the 
environmental changes and activities associated 
with this time of year we need to be even more 
conscious of fire safety. I have put together these 
fire safety tips to help you and your family have 
a safe holiday season. 


Heating your home safely 

_ According to the National Fire Protection 
Association, heating equipment is the second 
leading cause of home fires in the United States, 
Chances are most of these fires could be 
prevented with proper understanding and use of 
this equipment. If you are planning to purchase 
new heating equipment be sure to select 
products that have been tested and approved by 
an independent testing laboratory. It is very 
important to install and maintain heating 
equipment properly in accordance with your 
local fire and building codes. 

1, Portable and space heaters can be electric, 
liquid fueled, gas fueled or solid fueled (wood or 


eon). All types must be placed at least 36 inches 


away from anything that can burn such as wall 
coverings, clothing, bedding, pets and people. 
You should never leave space heaters operating 


when you are not in the room or when yon go to 


sleep. 

Children and pets should not be left 
unattended ‘when using space heaters. Drying 
clothing and other combustibles over a space 
heater is a common practice that poses a distinct 
fire danger. Power cords to electric space heaters 


` should be periodically checked for frayed or 
damaged wire before being plugged into. 


electrical sockets: If damage of this type is 
found, the equipment should not be used unless 
serviced and repaired by a trained professional. 


2. If you have a liquid fueled space heater (such 


as a kerosene heater), use only the fuel: 


recommended by the manufacturer. Never use 
gasoline or any other substitute fuel. because the 
wrong fuel could butn hotter than the equipment 
design limits. 

When refueling always turn off the heater and 
wait until it cools down beforé adding fuel. Clean 
up any spills immediately. If you are considering 
a liquid fueled space heater be sure to check 
with your local fire and building departments to 
find out if it is legal for your type of occuparcy, 
and the requirements concerning fuel storage 
3. If you have a working fireplace you sh: uld 


have your chimney insf@eted, and clean d if 


` care helps patients retain their 


necessary, by a trained professional prior t the 
start of every heating season. 

Creosote, a chemical substance that orms 
when wood burns, builds up in the chimne s and 
can cause a chimney fire if not properly ¢ eaned. 
Always use a sturdy screen in front of the 
fireplace for protection when J. irning. 
Remember to burn only wood. Never barn paper, 
cardboard or pine branches that can “loat out of 
the chimney and ignite other materials outdoors, 
Never use flammable liquids in a fireplace. If 
you are planning to purchase a factory built 
fireplace select ome that is listed by an 
independent testing laboratory and have-it 
installed in accordance with local fire and 
building codes. 


Celebrating safely 
The winter holidays are a time for joy and 
celebration. This méans lots of parties, 
decorating, cooking and a risk of fire. Please 


keep in mind these fire safety tips to help keep 
your family safe during holiday celebrations. 

1. Holiday lighting truly accents this time of 
year bringing people into the holiday spirit. 
Along with lighting we must consider the 
possible hazards. Take care when burning 
candles. Be sure they are kept well away from 
decorations or any other combustible materials. 
Do not leave children unattended in a room with 
lit candles. Always keep candles; as well as 
matches and lighters up high out of the reach of 
children, Do not display lit candles in windows 
or near exits as they are needed to escape in an 
emergency. Never use candles to decorate 
Christmas trees, When decorating with electrical 
lights be sure to purchase only those labeled by t; ) 
an independent testing laboratory. Check 
lighting cords for frayed or damaged wires before 
plugging into electrical sockets. Do not use if any 
damage is found. Never run power cords under 
carpeting or rugs. For outside decorations be 
sure to use only lights that are labeled for 
outdoor use. Do not overload electrical outlets. 
Always unplug all lights before leaving home or 
before going to sleep. 

2. When decorating for a holiday party only use 
materials that are non-combustible or flame 
retardant, Provide guests with large, deep 
ashtrays and check them frequently. After the 
party, check inside and under upholstery and in 
trash cans for cigarette butts that may be 
smoldering. Dispose of wrapping paper and 
boxes at once. Do not allow them to accumulate. 
3. If you are planning to set up a live Christmas : 
tree you should choose a fresh tree. Use a sturdy 
stand that is designed not to tip over. Place the 
tree well away from any source of heat and exits. 
Be sure to keep water in the tree stand water 
pan and check it often. A liye tree should he 
taken down when it starts becoming ay and the 
needles begin to fall. 

If you are planning to purchase an artificial 
tree be sure it is labeled as fire retardant. When 
using lights on trees be sure you can turn off the 
lights without having to reach under the tree. 

4, Everyone knows the holiday season means 
Jots of activity in the kitchen. What you may not 


know is that cooking is the leading cause of 


home fires and home fire injuries in the United 
States. Whenever you are working in the kitchen 
‘you should avoid wearing loose clothing. 
Clothing can be ignited by hot burners. Never ` 
leave the kitchen when, you are cooking on the™ 
stove. Pot handles should be turned in when 
cooking to avoid spilling hot cooking materials, 
Do not store any items on the stove top. Kitchen 
appliances should be kept clean and in good 
working condition. Be sure to turn off all 
appliances after use. Be careful not to overload 
electrical outlets and never use appliances near 
water. Know where your portable fire 
extinguisher is located and how to use it 
properly, 

5. Some people celebrate the New Year with 
fireworks, These devices are dangerous and are 
designed to burn hot and/or explode. Even 
sparklers which are often misunderstood to be 
harmless, burn to temperatures around 1800 
degrees fahrenheit. Do no let a possible firework 
injury spoil your holiday fun. Plan to attend 
public fireworks displays put on by trained. 
professionals instead. 

In closing, it is important we develop and 
practice good home fire safety habits not only 
during the holiday season but throughout the 
year. Being aware of and responding to simple 
precautions can make a difference in avoiding 
disaster.
